W hat is unautho rized by law 
cann<» t therefo i^ beco me law by 
Presidential fiat aiid by pixn*» *- 
dent.

because the vio latio n h unchal­ 
lenged. 
Fo r 20 years no wr, the Pr« d- 
dent, using eco no mic distress and

I- That the Pream ble to . the 
Co nstitutio n is part o f that do cu­ 
m ent M d no t an intro ducto ry 
paragraph thereto .

nwrnt Ten o f the Co nstitutio n and 
the derisio ns relating to It; yet.

develo jsfd under his assumptio n; 
2. That the President pqs.sesse.s 
"inherent po wer.s." no t specified 
in the Co nstitutio n but ari.sing 
fro m the natu re o f the o ffice.
